Within o
month eleotions have boen held in
wany of the Pennsylvania, New York
and Towa eities, and in severnl of the
New York conntry towns Two of
these Btates are strongly Repnblican,
and the third was carried by the Re-
publicans in 1898, In these loeal elee-
Itiunu in three Btales, including some
of the Republican rural distriots of
New York, the advsolage was very
lengthy on the Demooratic side. In
the Fonrth Congressional District of
Philadelphia after & vigorous eampaign
